THE BICYCLE BUILDER. 


B« Beentl to Make Fewer and Few«i 


says a man who makes 


A study of: bicycle conBtniQtion, ' ' will 
bo struck with one point iu noting the 
description* of the different makes ol 
1807 wheels and that is tho almost uni- 
versal adoption by the muuufacturora 
of the divided crank axle. This seems 
to be the chief feature of change in the 
new models, while it will alao be no- 
ticed that the use of the flush joint ie 
becoming more general. It is in matters 
ot minor details that the model of 1897 
differs from that of 1896. Every change 
which will be observed tends to sim- 
plify the construction, and to beautify 
the lines. The ordinary look nut used 
on the sent post and handle bar post ia 
being abandoned aud an internal clutch 
need instead. This adds very much to 
the sightliness of the machine. Aa a 
whole the diameter of tubing used ia 
very slightly changed. In general, the 
lines are about the same assist year. 


"In tires we have nothing especially 


new excepting that in the matter of 
caro ia construction advances ore con- 
sttuitly being made, while the appli- 
ances for quick repairing are simplified. 
It is not possible to say that the point 
of perfection in cycle construction has 
been reached. It is safe, however, to 
say that future improvements can be 
made only in the minor details, which 
add to the simplicity and attractiveness 
of the modern vfhccl. As to where this 
will end and perfection be reached it i^ 
impossible to prophesy. Year aftor year 
tho visible changes grow lebs, aud the 
ingenuity ot; the inventor aud of the 
maker is tested more and more to pro- 
duce features which not only have nov- 
elty bat are practical «swell." — New 
York Sun. 


Some Biff Cycle Show 


A few statistics picked up around the 


recent Chicago cycle show will give au 
idea of its extent. There wore i!5, 000 
electric lights used in the decorations 
and illuminations. In walking up and 
down each aisle the visitor covered a 
distance of nearly nine miles; 30,000 
yards of bunting wero used in decorat- 
ing; 7 miles of gas pipee were utilized 
in railings for booths; the rental for 
spaces for exhibits aggregated nearly

ing the week; there were in the neigh- 
borhood of 3,500 wheels on exhibition;

tunnel rock excellent material for road«, 
and he thought we ought to look into 
these things'* before importing any more 
atone for roads. 


Mr. Hunter answered by saying that 


the experienced road men at the Spring- 
field meeting all agreed 
that 
trap 


rock was the only suitable material for 
the surface of stone roads. 


Engineer F. B. Lock* emphasized the 


need of thorough investigation before 
entering upon the work of permanent 


d building-. The country is full of 


cities which hare experimented with oil 
sorts of pavements and roads, and much 
can be learned from them. He did not 
see how all the people could study and 
understand this subject, but he thought 
those who were in charge of the streets 
should be given the fullest opportunity to 
investigate and to profit by the exper- 
ience of other cities. 


E. A. Rand told what he learned in 


Rutland, Vt., a few; years ago. They 
were making stone roads there and had 
tried both flint and marble. The flint 
proved too hard to pack well, but the 
marble, or limestone, did very good ser- 
vice. 


Other speakers were H. E. Blake, Prin- 


cipal Murdock of the normal school and 
George B. Perry. Mr. Perry told of hts 
experiences with roads and road making 
at Meohanicville, N. Y,, and his talk 
threw considerable light on the subject of 
building dirt roads. 


Supt, I. F. Hall introduced a resolution 


favoring the appointment by the presi- 
dent at the next annual meeting of the 
board of trade, of a committee of five to 
give their special attention to the road 
question, and the resolution was unani- 
mously adopted. 


It was about 10 o'clock when the meet- 


ing adjourned.

BAR TAKES ACTION. 


Mr. Phelps Called to Strict Account As 


to His Position. 


Tbe North Adams bar today took wise 


action {however humiliating perhaps to 
one) in ashing Mr. Phelps to define his 
position exactly on to practicing law if he 
were made jndgs. They took sudden 
action, too, but at a time when matters 
should be understood since they had come 
to ths 
unnecessary and annnoying 


pans they were in. 
Mr. Pbelpa had 


felt that there might be some latitude in 
construing the resolutions recently passed 
by the bar as to what practice a new dis- 
trict court judge sbould have. The TRAN- 
SCRIPT bad intimated as much, and had 
justified Mr. Phelpp' action as being pre» 
ferable to giving the judgeship to a cheap 
man or a less conscientious man. But 
there IB no quetition now. Mr. Phelpa 
agrees to go furthur than the limitations 
prescribed by law and give np all practice 
if he Accepts the jadgeship. His Income 
from law as a lawyer will be $1200 a year 
and no more, if ho accepts.

tlce of the district court should occupy in 
:-the practice of the law were not construed 
by brother Oarlton T. Phelps as by other 
members of the bar, Brother Phelps was 
requested to state whether if this bar 
should recommend his appointment he 
would consider himself bound by t-hos 
resolutions. 


Brother Phelpa then stated that he 


should consider himself bound both by 
the resolutions as expressed and'by the 
spirit of the same. Being asked to con- 
strue them he stated that ho understood 
that a standing justice should nob do any 
law business of any kind for which a. 
charge could properly be made as a law- 
yer, except that he might have time to 
complete such business and cases as he 
now has in process of settlement or trial 
and that he might act as executor, admin- 
istrator, trustee, referee, and auditor, or 
any like office to which he might be ap- 
pointed by any court. 


The bar then unanimously passed tho 


following vote. "That we will at the 
proper time recommend the appoint- 
ment of Brother Oarlton T. Phelps to the 
office of standing justice of the Diet rict 
court of Northern Berkshire."
